ment varies geographically from hot 
intensity to deliberate caution. The 
saving campaign is most Intense in 
the middle west— in Iowa, Nebraska, 
South Dakota, Kansas 
and Okla- 


homa — in territory where the bur- 
den of local taxes far 
outweighs 


that of federal taxation. 


In some states, notably those of 


greatest population, like New York, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, no prospects 
for local tax reduction are reported. 
California, with a normal state bud- 
get of ?265,000,000 reports anticipat- 
ed increases, including §5,000,000 for 
the state building fund to provide 
jobs for unemployed. Georgia looks 
for an increased budget and so does 
Connecticut and Tennessee.

In North 
Carolina, to relieve taxes on lands, 
a state luxury tax, a gross receipts 
tax and a retail sales tax are pro- 
posed. North Carolina is also mem- 
oralizing congress to rebate more 
than §50,000,000 of the §265,000,000 
federal tobacco tax -which is col- 
lected in the state. 
In most cases -where flat salary 


reduction are demanded it is pro- 
posed that these extend not only to 
all state employes and officials, but 
also to employes and

counties, cities, schools and other 
local subdivisions, including teach- 
ers. In Oklahoma, a teachers' tax 
is proposed to relieve unemployment 
distress.

ilea near the river Jordan.

on all parts of the earth, relating the 
doctrines of the early Persians, peo- 
ples of India and China. 


In classing the religion of the 


western world as one religion, since

In 3S97 he secured the pas- 
sage ot the "Gotbel law." relieving the courts of 
all power in the appointment -of election officials, 
and creating a state election commission of three 
members, chosen by the legislature, -which should 
have the power to appoint local boards on the 
same principle.

In such an era o£ ultra-feminine 


loveliness, nothing is more unpleas- 
ant than to glimpse hair through 
chiffon stockings. 


You need not be bothered by huh" 


on the limbs or arms or under the 
arm pits. There are efficacious and 
quite harmless depilatories. 


In a day •\\hen 'scanty bathing 


suits are the mode, it is imperative 
that jou give a thought to iuperflu- 
ous hair- 


Perhaps >ou have hesitated to re- 


more it because you have 
heard 


somewhere that shaving makes it 
come in more heavily and coarser. 
There is no scientific proof of this- 
If there wa« such a tendency, shav- 
ing or the u^c of depilatories had lit- 
tle to do with it. 


If using a commercial depilatory 


be very careful to follow the direc- 
tions exactly. 
Read them several 


times to make sure that you know 
exactly now to remove the hair. 
It really is simple. But every de- 
pilatory has its own special mode 
of applications and each is likely to 
require a different number of ap- 
plications in a season from anoth- 
er. 


If you sha%e your 
limbs and 


your arm pits, use a. very sharp 
razor and dust with talcum imme- 
diately upon finishing. 


You tan shave your arms also, 


if you have very heavy growth on 
them. 
But before you do 
this— 


for it must be continued—once you 
have begun, try two things first. 


Try using peroxide to bleach the 


hair for often you will not notice 
the growth on your arms if the hair 
is bleached. 


If, after bleaching, you still see 


the hair is unsightly, then try a 
depilatory. 
Depilatories are really 


more satisfactory than shaving for 
the arms. Many women find them 
much more satisfactory for the hair 
on the limbs and under the arms.
